BEECHER’S STATEMENT. 

New York, Aug. 13.—The following statement 
was submitted to the Investigating Committee 
by Mr. Beecher to-day : : 

GENTLEMEN OF THE CommMITTEE: In the state- 
ment addressed to the public on the 22d of July 
last, I gave an explicit, comprehensive, and 
solemn denial to the charges made by Theodore 
Tilton against me. That denial I now repeat 
and reaffirm. I also stated in that communica- 
tion that I should appear before your Committee 
with a more detailed statement and explanation 
of the facts in the case. 

ABOUT TILTON. 

Four years ago, Theodore Tilton fell from one 
of the most prominent editorial positions in 
America, when he represented the cause of re- 
ligion, humanity, and patriotism, and in a 
few months thereafter became the associate and 
representative of Victoria Woodhull and frend 
of her strange cause. By his follies he was 
bankrupt in reputation, in occupation, and in 
resources. The interior history of which I am 
now to give a brief outline is the history of his 


business, restore his reputation, and place him 
again upon the eminence from which he had 
tallen. itis asad history, tothe full meaning 
of which I have but recently awakened, en- 
tangled in a wilderness of complications. I fol- 
lowed until lately a false theory anda delusive 


hope, believing that the friend who assured me 


of his determination and ability to 
CONTROL THE PASSIONATE VAGARIES OF MR. TILTON, 
to restore his hourehold, to rebuild his fortunes, 
and to vindicate me, would be equal to that 
promise. His self-confessed failure has made 
clear to me what, fora long time I did not 
suspect, the real motive of Mr. Tilton. My nar- 
nation does not represent a single standpoint 
only as regards my opinion of Theodore Tilton. 
It begins at my cordial intimacy with him in his 
earlier career, shows my lamentation and sor- 
rowful, but hopefal, affection for bim during 
the period of bis initial wanderings from truth 
and virtue. It describes my repentance over 
evils befalling him, of which I was made to be- 
lieve myself the cause; my persevering and 
friendly despairing efforts to save him and his 
family by any sacrifice of myself not absolutely 
dishonorable, and my growing conviction that 
his perpetual follies and blunders rendered his 
recovery impossible. I can now see that be is, 
and has been from the beginning of this difii- 
culty, a selfish and reckless schemer. 
PURSUIAG A PLAN OF MINGLED GOOD AND HATRED, 
and weaving about mea network of suspicions, 
isunderstandings, plote, and lies, to which my 
own innocent words and acts, nay, even my 
thoughts, of kindness towards him, have been 
made to contribute. These successive views of 
him must be kept in view, to explain my course 
through the last four years. That 1 was blind so 
long as to the real motive of intrigue going on 
around me was due partly to my own over- 
whelming public engagements, partly to my com- 
plete surrender of this affair, and the papers and 
questions connected with it, into the hands of 
Mr. Moulton, who was intensely confident that 
he could manage it successfully. I suffered 
much, but I inquired little. Mr. Moulton was 
chary to me of Mr. Tilton’s confidences to 
him, reporting to me occasionally in 2 
general way Mr. Tilton's words and outbreaks 
of passion only as elements of trouble which he 
was able to control, and as additional proofs of 
the wisdom of giving itto him. His comment 
of the situation seemed to me, at the time, com- 
plete, immersed, as I was, in incessant cares and 
duties, and only too glad to be relieved from 
considering the details and wretched complica- 
tions, the origin and the fact of which remain, 
in spite of all friendly intervention, a 
PERPETUAL BURDEN TO MY SOUL. 
I would not read in the papers about it. I would 
not talk about it. I made Moulton for a long 
period my confidant and my only channel of in- 
formation. From time to time suspicions were 
aroused in me by indications that Mr. Tilton was 
acting the part of an enemy; but suspicions 
were rapidly allayed by his own behavior toward 
me in other moods, and by the assurances of 
Mr. Moulton, who ascribed the circumstances 
to misunderstanding or to malice on the part of 
others. It is plain to me now that it was not 
until Tilton had fallen into disgrace and had 
lost his salary that he thought it necessary to 
assail me with charges which he pretended to 
have had in mind for s1x months. 
THE DOMESTIC OFFENSE WHICH HE ALLEGED 
was very quickly and easily put aside, but yet in 


such a way as to keep my feelings stirred up in 


attempts to so employ me as to reinstate him in 


order that I might, through my friends, be used 


to extract from Mr. Bowen $7,000, the amount 
of the claim in dispute between them. The 
check for that sum in hand, Mr. Tilton 

an agreement of peace and concord, not drawn 
by me, but accepted by me as sincere. The 
Golden Age bad been started. He had the capi- 
tal to carry it on for awbile. He was sure that 
he was to head a great social revolution. With 
returning prosperity he had apparently no 
griefs which could not be covered by his signa- 
ture to the articles of peace. Yet the changes in 
that covenant made by him before signing it, and 
represented to me as necessary merely to relieve 
him from the imputation of havirg originated and 
circulated certain old and shameless slanders 
about me, were really made, as now appears, to 
leave him free for future operations upon me and 


against me. 80 long as he was, or thought he 


was, Oh the road to a new success, his 
conduct toward me was as friendly as he 
knew how to make it; his assumption 
of superiority’ and magnanimity and his pat- 
ronizing manner were trifles at which I 
could afford to smile, and which I bore with the 
greater humility since I still retained the pro- 
found impression made upon me, as explained 
in the following narrative, that I had been a 
cause of overwhelming disaster to him, and that 
his complete restoration to public standing aad 
household happiness was 
A REPARATION JUSTLY REQUIRED OF ME, 

and the onlv one which I could make; but, with

Mr. Tilton often 
alluded to this habit, and urged me to do the 
same by his bouse. He would often speak in 
extravagant terms of his wife’s esteem apd at- 
fection for me. After I began to visit bis house, 
he sought to make it attractive. She urged me to 
bring my papers down there, and use the study to 
do my writing in, as it was not plearant to write 
at the office of the Jndependent. When I 
went to England, in 1863, Mr. Tilton took tem- 
porary charge of the independent, On my re- 
turu I paved the way for him to take sole charge 
of it, my name remaining fora year, and he 
then becoming responsible editor. 

FRIENDLY RELATIONS CONTINUED UNTIL 1866, 
when violent assaults were made upon me 
by Tilton in the Independent 
count of my Cleveland 
a temporary discontinuation of 
tion of my sermons in that paper broke off 1 
connection with it. Although Mr. Tilton and 
remained personally op good terms, yet there 
was a coolness between us in all matters of poli- 
tics. Our social relations were very kindly, and

talked with Moulton, whose wife was a member 
of Plymouth Church, though he was not a 
member, or even a regular attendant. During 


2 peculiar genius for blunders, he’ fell, wore | this whole period I never received from Mr. Til- 


at evegy step, into new c)mplications and di 
culties, and in every {such instance it was his 
policy to bring coercion to bear upon my 
bonor, my conscience, and my affections, for the 
purpose of procuring his extrication at my 
expense. Theodore Tilton knew me well, He 
has said again and again to his friends that if 
they wished to gain any influeoce over me they 
must work upon the sympathetic side of my na- 
ture. To this he has addressed himself steadily 
for four pam using asa lever without scruple 
mp attachment to my friends, to my family, to 
his own bousebold, and even my old affection 
for himself. Not blind to his faults, 
but resolved to look on him as favor- 


ablyand hopefally as possible, and ignorant | 


of his deeper malice, I labored earnestly, 
even desperately, for bis salvation. For four 
years have been trying to feed the insatiable 
egotism to make the man as great as he con- 
ceived himself to be, to restore to prosperity 
and pablic confidence one who, in the midst of 
my efforts in his behalf, patronized disreputable 
people and doctrines, refused when I besought 
him to separate himself from them, aud ascribed 
to my agency the increasing ruin which he was 
persistently bringing upon himself. and which I 
was doing my utmost to avert. It was hard to do 
anything ſor such à man. I might as well bave 
tried to fill a seive with water. In the latter 
stages of the history he actually incited and 
created difficulties, apparently for no other pur- 
pose than to 

DRIVE ME TO FRESH EXERTIONS. 
I refused to indorse his wild views and asso- 
ciates. The best I could do was to speak well of 
him, mention those good qualities and abilities 
which I still believe him to possess in bis higher 
moods, and kecpiug silence concerning the evil 
things which I was assured and believed had 
been greatly exaggerated by public report. I 
could not think him so bad as my friends did. 
I trusted to the germs of good which I thought 
still lived in him; to Mr. Moulton’s power over 
him, and the power of my persistent self-saoc- 
rifice. 

MR. MOULTON CAME TO ME FIRST 
as a schoolmate and friend of Mr. Tilton, deter- 
mined to reinstate him, | always suspected. with- 
out regard to my interests, but, on further ac- 
quaiptance with me, undertook and promised to 
serve his friend without doing wrong tome. He 
said he saw clearly how this was to be 
done 80 as to restore peace and barmony 
to Mr. Tilton’s home, and bring to a happy en 
all misunderstandings. Many ngs which he 
counseled I absolutely refused, but I never 
doubted his professed friendship for me after 
the friendship had grown up between us, and 
whatever he wished me to do I did, unless it 
seemed to m& wrong. My confidence in him 
was the only element that seemed secure in this 
confusion of tormeuting perplexities. To him I 
wrote freely in this troublous time, while I felt 
that 
SECRET MACHINATIONS WERE GOING ON AROUND ME, 
and echoes of the vilest slanders concerning me 
were heard in unexpected quarters. When some 
of my near relations were set against me, 
and the tattle of a crowd of malicious 
women hostile to me on other grounds was 
borne to my ears. When I had lost the last rem- 
nant of faithin Theodore, or hope for him ; 
when I heard with unspeakable remorse that 
everything I had done to stay his destruction, 
had made matters worse and worse, and that my 
attempt to keep him from a public trial, involv- 
ing such a flow of scandal as has pow been let 
loose, had been used by him to bring up new 
troubles; that his unhappy wife was under his 
dictation, signing papers and recancations, 
and I know not what; that in short every- 
thing was breaking up, aud the destruction 
from which I had 1 to save the family was 
likely to be emptied on other families, the 
church, the community, with infinite horrors of 
woe for me; that my own mnocence was buried 
under heaps and heaps of rubbish, and nobody 
but my profeased friend, if even he, could save 
us,—to his assurances that he could still do 
sol gave at least so much faith as to maintain 
under these terrible trials the silence which he 
enjoined. Not until Mr. Tilton, having attempt- 
ed through Frank Carpenter to raise money from 
my friends, openly assailed mein a letter to Dr. 
Bacon, did I break that silence, save by the sim- 
ple denial of the slanderous rumors against me 
a year before. 

hen, on the appearance of the first open at- 
tack from Mr. Tilton, I immediately, without 
consulting Moulton, 

CALLED FOR A THOROUGH INVESTIGATION 
with a committee of my churea. I am not re- 
sponsible for the delay of the publicity or de- 
tails of that investigation. All the harm which 
I have so long dreaded, and have so earnesily 
striven to avoid, hus come to pass. I could not 
further prevent it without a full surrender of 
honor and truth. The time has arrived when I 
can freely speak in vindication of myself. I 
labor under t disadvantages in making a 
statement. y memory of status of mind is 
clear and tenacious, better than memory of 
dates and details during four troubled years, 
in all of which I have been — 2 burdened 
with public labor, having established and con- 
ducted the Christian Union, delivered courses 
of lectures, preaching before the Theological 
Seminary of Yale College, written the Life of 
Christ,” delivered each winter lyceum lectures 
in allthe Norsh and West,—all these duties, 
with the care of a great church, and its outlying 
schools and chapels, any miscellaneous busi- 
ness which falls upooa clergyman more than 
upon any other public man, I have kept in re- 
gard, and now, with the necessityjof explaining 
actions and letters resulting from complex in- 
fluences apparent at the time, I find myself ina 
position where 

I KNOW MY INNOCENCE 
without being ableto proveit with detailed 
explanations, I am one upon whom trouble 
works inwardly, making me outwardly silent, 
but reverberating in the chambers of my soul, 
and when at length I do speak it isa pent-up 
flood, and pours without measure or mod- 
eration. I inherit a tendency to sadness, the 
remains in me of positive bypochondria in 
my father add grandfather, and, in certain 
moods of reaction, the world becomes black, aud 


I see very des ly. If I were in such mood, 
to speak as I fecl, I should give false colors and 


exaggerated proportions to everything. Tais 
manifestation is in such contrast to the ful- 
ness and courage which I experienced in ordinary 
times, that none but those intimate with me 
— suspect me, so full of overflowing spirit 
and eager gladsomeness, to bave within me a2 
care or gloom. Some of my letters to Mr. Moul- 
ton reflect this morbid feeling. He understood, 
and at times earuestly reproved me for indulging 
it. With this preliminary review, 
I PROCEED TO MY NARRATIVE. 

Mr. Tilton was first known to me as a reporter 
of my sermons. He was then a youth just 
from school, and working on the New York (b- 
server, and from this paper he passed to the In- 
dependent, aud became a great favorite with Mr. 
Bowen. hen, about 1861, Drs. Bacon, Storrs, 
and Thompson resigned their places, I became 
editor of the / to which I had been

Never by sign or word did 
Mr. Tilton complain of my visits in his family 
until after he began to fear that the Jndependent 
would be taken from him; nor did he break out 
into violence until on the eve of dispossession 
from both the papers, the Jndependeni and the 
Brooklyn Union, owned by Mr. Bowen. During 
these years of intimacy in Tilton's family, 

I WAS TREATED AS A FATHER OR ELDER BROTHER. 
Children were born; children died. The 
learned to love me, and to frolic with me asa if i 
was one of themselves. I love them, and I had 
for Mrs. Tilton a true and honest regard. She 
seemed to me an affectionate mother, a devoted 
wife, looking up to her husband as one far above 
the common race of men, and turning to me 
with artless familiarity and with entire confi- 
dence. Childish in appearance, she was child- 
like in nature, and I would as soon have mis- 
conceived the confidence of the little girls as 
the unstudied affection which she showed me. 
Delicate in health, with self-cheerful „the 
was boundless in her sympathy for those in 
trouble, and labored beyond her strength 
for the poor. She had the charge, one 
time, of the married women’s class at the 
Bethel Mission School, and they perfectly wor- 
shiped her there. I gave Mrs. Tilton copies of 
my books when published. I sometimes sent 
down from the farm flowers to be disiributed 
among a dozen or more families, and she occa- 
sionally shared. The only present of value 1 
ever gave her was on my return from Europe, in 
1863, when I distributed souvenirs of my jour- 
uey to some fifty or. more persons, and to ber I 
gave a simple brooch, of little intripsic value. 
So far from supposing that my presence and in- 
fluence was alienating Mrs. ‘lilton from her 
family relations, I thought, on the 
contrary, that it was giving her 
strength and encouraging her to hold fast 


upon a man evidently sliding into dangerous 


associations, and liable to be immersed by un- 
usual self-conceit. I regarded Mr. Tilton as in 
a very critical period of his life, and used to 
think it fortunate that he bad a good home in- 
fluence about him. During the late years of our 
friendship, Mrs. Tilton spoke very mournfplly 
to me ut the tendency of her husband to 
great laxity of doctrine in religion and morals. 
She gave me to understand that he denied the 
divinity of Christ, the inspiration of the 
Scriptures, and most of the articles of the ortho- 
dox faith, while bis views as to the sanctity of 
the marriage relations were undergoing a con- 
stant change in the cirection of free-love. 
IN THE LATTER PART OF JULY, 1870, 
Mrs. Tilton was sick, and at her request [ visited 
her. She seemed much depressed, but gave me 
no hint of any trouble having reference to me. 
I cheered her as best I could, and prayed with 
her just before leaving. This was our last inter- 
view before the troubie broke out in the familr. 
I describe it because it was the last, and its char- 
acter has a bearing upon the latter part of my 
story. Concerning all my other visits, it is sut- 
ficient to say that at no interview which ever 
took place between Mrs. Tilton and myself did 
anything occur which might not have occurred 
with perfect propriety between a brother and 
sister, between a father and child, be- 
tween a man of honor and the wife 
of his dearest friend, nor did anything 
ever happen which she and I sought to conceal 
from her husband, 
THE *‘ INDEPENDENT ” MANAGEMENT. 

Some years before any open troulble between 
Mr. Tilton and myself, his doctrines, as set 
forth in the leaders of the Jadependent, aroused 
a storm of indignation among representative 
Congregationalists in the West, and, as the 
paper was still very largely supposed to be my 
organ, I was written to on the subject. In re- 
ply, i indignantiy disclaimed all responsibility 
for the views expressed by Tilton. My broth- 
er Edward, then living in Illinois, was 
prominent in remonstrances, addressed to 
Bowen, concerning the course of the paver under 
Mr. Tilton’s management. It was understood 
that Bowen agreed, in consequence of pro- 
ceedings arising oat of this remonstrance, to fe- 
move Tilton, or suppress his peculier views ; bat, 
instead of that, Theodore seemed firmer in the 
saddle than before, and his 

LOOSE NOTIONS OF MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 
began to be shadowed editorially. This led to 
the starting of the Advance in Chicago to super- 
cede the independent in the Northwest, and 
Mr. Bowen was made to feel that Ti'ton’s 
management was scriously injuring his business, 
and Iilton may have felt that his position was 
being undermmed by opponents of his views, 


. with whom he subsequently pretended to be- 


lieve I was in league. Vague intimations of 
his feeling hard” towards me I ascribed to 
this miscouception. I had really taken nd step 
to harm him, After Mra. Tilton’s return from 
the West, in December, 1570, a young girl 
whom Mrs. Tilton had taken into 
her family, educated, and treated like 
an own child (her testimony, understand, is 
before the Committee, was sent to me with an 
urgent request that I would visit Mrs. Tilton at 
her mother’s. She said that Mrs. Tilton bad left 
her home and gone to her mother’s in conse- 

uence of ill-treatment of her husband. She 
then gave an account of what she had scen of 
of the cruelty and abuse on the part of her bus- 
band that shocked me, and yet more when with 
downcast look she said thet Mr. Tilton had vis- 
ited her chamber in the night and sought ber 
consent to his wishes. I immediately visited 
Mrs. Tilton at her mother’s, and re- 
ceived an account of her home-ife 
and of the despotism of her husband, aod of the 
management ofa woman whom he had made 
housekeeper, which seems like a nightmare- 
dream. Ihe question was whether she should 
go back or 

SEPARATE FOREVER FROM HER HUSBAND. 

I asked permission to bring my wife to see 
them, whose judgment in ali domestic relations 
I thonght better than my own, and accordingly 
a second visit was made. The result of the in- 
terview was that my wife was extremely iudig- 
nant toward Mr. Tilton, and declared that no 
consideration ov earth would induce her to re- 
main an hour with a man who bad treated 
her with an hundredth part of such insult and 
cruelty. I felt as strongly as she did, but hesi- 
tated, as I always do, at giving advice in favor 
of a separation. It was agreed that my wife 
should give her final advice at another visit. 
The next day, when ready to go, she wisheds 
tinal word, but there was company and the chil- 
dren were present. and sol wrote on a scrap of 
pa per, I incline to think that your view is 
right, and that 
A SEPARATION AND A SETTLEMENT OF SUPPORT 
will be wisest, and that in bis present desperate 
state ber presence pear him is far more 


likely to produce hatred than her absence.” Mrs. 


Tuton did not tell me that my presence had any- 
thing to do with this trouble, nor did she let me 
know that on the July previous he bad extorted 
from ber a confession of excessive affection 
for me. 


TILTON TO BERBCHER. 
On the evenivg of Dec. 27, 1370, Mr. Bowen, 
on his way home, called at my house. and naud- 
ed me a letter from Mr. Tilton. It was, as near- 
ly as I can remember, in the terms:

read it over twice, and turned to Bowen, and 

said, “This man is c : this is sheer insanity,” 
and other like words. Mr. Bowen professed to 
be ignorant of tts contents. and I ‘handed 
him the letter to read. We at once fell 
into a conversation about Mr. Tilton. He 
pave me some account of the reasons why he 

ad reduced him from the editorship of the Jnde- 
pendent to the subordinate position of con- 
tributor, viz: that Mr. Tilton’s religious and 
social views. wete ruining the paper. But he 
said that, as soon as it was known that he had so 
far broken with ‘lilton, there came pouring in 
upon him so many stories of Mr. Tilton’s private 
life and habits that he was overwhelmed, and 
that he was now considering whether he could 
consistently retain him on Brooklyn Union, 
or as chief cob tiibutor to the Independent. He 
narrated the story of 

_ AN AFFAIR AT WINSTED, CONN., 

some like stories from the Northwest, and the 
charges brought against ton in his 
own office. Without doubt he de- 
lie ved these allegations, and so did I. The other 
facts previously stated to me seemed a full cor- 
roboration. econversed for sometime, Mr. 
Bowen wishing my opioion. It was frankly given. 
I did not see bow he could maintain former re- 
lations with Mr. Tilton. 

THE SUBSTANCE OF THE FULL CONVERSATION 
was ihat Tilton’s inordinate vanity, his fatal fa- 
cilty for biundering, for which he had a genius, 
and the ostentatious independence in bis own 
opinions and general impracticableness would 
keep the Union at a disagreement with the po- 
litical party for whose service it was published, 
aud now, added to all the revelations of these 
promiscuous immoralities, would make his con- 
nection with either paper fatal to its interests. 
I spoke strongly and emphatically under the 
the great provocation of his threatening to 
me, and the revelation I had just 
bad concerning bis domestic affairs. 
Mr. Bowen derided the letter of Tilton’s, which 
be bad brought to me, and said earnestly that if 
trouble came of it 1 might rely oa his friend- 
ship. I learned afterwards, in a further quarrel, 
euding in Tilton’s peremptory expulsion from 
Bowen's service, this conversation was told to 
Mr. Tilton. I believe that Bowen had an inter- 
view and received some further information 
about Mr. ‘lilton from my wife, to whom I had 
referred him. Although 1 have no doubt that 
Mr. Tilton would have lost his place at any rate, 
I have also no doubt that 

MY INFLUENCE WAS DECISIVE, 
and precipitated hie final oyerthrow. Wuen I 
came to think it all over, I felt very unhappy at 
the contemplation of Mr. Tilton’s impending 
disaster. I had loved him much, and at one 
time he seemed like a son to me. My influence 
had come just at the time of his first unfolding, 
and bad much to do with his early development. 
I had eided him externality, to bring him before 
the public. Woe had been together in the great 
controversies of the day, until afterward our 
social intercourse had been intimate. It is 
true that his opature always exaggerated 
his own excellences, but as a boy he 
looked up to me with affectionate acmira- 
tion. After some years he felt himself my 
equal, and was very compavionable, and wheu 
he had outgrown me and reached the position of 
the first man of the age, he still was kind and 
patronizing. I had always smiled at these weak- 
nesses of vanity, and had believed*that a 
larger experience, with some knocks among 
strong man, and by sorrows that temper the 
soul, he would yet falfill a useful and brilliant 
career. But now all looked dark. He was to be 
cast forth from his eminent position, and his 
affairs did not promise that sympathy and 
strength which makes one’s house, as mine bas 
been ip times of adversity, a refuge from the 
storm and a tower of refuge. 
Besides a geverous suffe:ing I should have had 
a scifieb reason for euch, if I nad recalled that 
I was about to become an instru:ineat by which 
Mr. Tilton meant ‘o fight his wey back tothe pros- 
ty which he had forfeited. It now appears 
that on the 29th of December, 1870, Mr. Tilton, 
having learned that I had renlaod to bis threaten- 
ing letter. by expressing suca au OPivion as to 
set Mr. Bowen finally against him, and bring 
him face to face with immediate ruin, extorted 
from his wife, then suffering from asevere illness, 
A DOCUMENT CRIMINATING ME, 
and prepared an elaborate attack upon me. On 
Inesday evening, December. 1870, about 7 
» clock, Francis D. Moulton called at my house, 
aud with intense eagervess said: I wish you 
to go with me to see Mr. ‘lilton.” I replied that 
I could not then, as I was just gong to my 
prayer-mecting. With the most positive mau- 
ner he said: You must go. Somebody else 
will take care of the meeting.” I wont with 
bim, not knowing what trouble bad agitated bim, 
but vaguely thinking that 1 might now 
learn the solution of the recent threat- 
eving letter. On the way | asked what was 
the reason of this visit, to which he replied that 
Mr. Tilton would inform me, or words to that 
effect. On entering his house Mr. Moulton 
locked the dour, saying something about not be- 
ing interrupted. He requested me to go into the 
front chamber over the parlor. i was un- 
der the impression that Mr. Lilton was going to 
pour out upon me his anger for colleaguing with 
Bowen, and for the advice of separation given 
Lo his wife. I wished Mr. Moulton to be wich us 
as a witness, but he insisted that I should go by 
myself. Mr. Tilton received me cvidly but 
calmiy. After a word or two, standing 
in front of me with a memorandum 
in bis hand he began an oration. He deciared 
in an unfriendly spirit that 1 had sought his 
downfall ; had spread injurious rumors about 
him ; was using my place and influence to un- 
dermine him; had advised Mr. Bowen to dis- 
nuss him, and much more that I cannot remem- 
ber. He then declared that I had 
INJURED HIM IN BIS FAMILY RELATIONS, 
had joined with his mother-in-law in produeing 
discord in his house; had advised a separation; 
had alienated his wife’s affections from her; 
had ied her to love me more than 
any ring being ; had corrupted her 
moral vature, and taught ber to be insincere, 
lying, and hypocritical, and ended by charging 
that I had made wicked proposals to her. Until 
he reached this, I bad listened with some con- 
tempt, under the impression that he was attempt- 
ing to bully me; but with the last charge he 
produced a paper, purporting to be a certified 
statement of a previous confession made to him 
by bis wife of her love for me, and that 1 
had made proposals to her of an improper 
nature. He said that this confession 
had been made to him in July, six 
months previous; that his sense of honor and 
affection would not permit any such document 
to remain in existence ; that he had burned the 
original, and should now destroy the only copy, 
and he then tore the paper into small pieces. If 
I had been shocked at such a statement. | was 
absolutely thunderstruck when he closed the in- 
terview by requesting me to repair at once to his 
house, where he said Elizabeth was waiting for 
me, and learn from her lips the truth of his 
stories in so far as they concerned her. 
This fell like a thunderbolt on me. Couid 
it be possible that his wife, whom I regarded as 
the type of moral gooduess, should have made 
such falee aud atrocious statements? And yet, 
if she had not, how would he dare tosend me to 
her for a contirmation of his charges? I went 
forth like a sloep-walker, while the clouds were 
flying in the esky. There had been a snow-storm, 
ich was breaking away. ‘Tbe winds were out 
aud whistling through leafless trees, but all this 
was peace compared to my mood within. I 
believe that Moulton went with me to 
the door of Tilton’s house. The honse- 
keeper, the same woman of whom 
Mr. Tilton had complained,. seemed to bave 
been instructed by him, for she evidently ex- 
pected me, and showed me at once to Mrs. Til- 
ton's room. Mrs. Tilton lay upon her bed, white 
as marble, with closed eyes, as in a trance, and 
with her hands upon her bosom, palm to palm, 
like one in prayer. As I look back upon it, the 
icture is like some form carved in marble t 
bad seen upon monuments in Europe. She 
made no motion, aud gave no siga of 
recognition of my presence. 1 sat down near 
ber and said. Elizabeth, Theodore has been 
making very serious charges against me, and 
sends me to you for confirmation.” She made 
no reply or eign, yet it was plain that sbe was 
conscious and listening. I repeated some of bis 
statements: that 1 had brought discord to the 
family ; had alienated her from lum; had sought 
to break up the family, and usurped his m- 
filnence,—and then, as well as I could, I added 
that he said that 1 made improper suggestions 
to her, and that she had admitted this fact to 
bim last July. I said, * Elizabeth, have you 
made such statements to him? She made no 
answer. I repeated the questions. Tears ran 
down her cheeks, and she very 
SLIGHTLY BOWED HER HEAD IN ACQUIESCENCE. 
I «aid, “ You cannot mean that you have stated 
sli be bas charged?” She opened her eyes and 
an in a slow and feeble way to explain bow 
— she had been; how wearied out with im- 
portanity; that be had confeseed his own alien 
loves, and said that he could not bear to think 
that she was better than he; that she mighs win 


her representations. 
I received them impatiently. I spoke to her in 
the strongest langnage of her course. I said to 
her: Havel ever made any improper advances 
to you ?”

“Why did you say so to your 
| She seemed deeply distressed. 
“My friend (by that designation she almost 
always called me), I am sorry, bat I could not 
help it. What can I do?“ I told her she could 
state in writing what she had now told me. She 
beckoned for her writing materials, which I 
handed her from her secretary standing uear by, 
and she sat up in bed and wrote a brief coun- 
ter-statement. 

Bln a sort of postscript she denied explicitly 
that I had ever offered any improper solicitation 
to her, that being the only charge made against 
me by Mr. Tilton, or sustained bv the statement 
about the confession which hé®had read to me—I 
dreamed of no worse charge at that time—that 
was horrible enough. The mere thought that he 
could make it, and could have extorted any 
evidence on which to base it, was enough to 
take away my senses. Neither my conscious- 
ness of its utter falsehood, nor Mrs. Tilton’s re- 
traction of her part in it, could remove the 
shock from my heart. Indeed, her admission to 
me that she had stated, under any circumstances, 
80 wicked a falsehood, was the crown- 
ing blow of all. It seemed to me 
as if she was going to die; that her 
mind was overthrown, and that I-was in some 
dreadful way mixed up with it, and might be left 
by her death with this terrible accusation hang- 
ing overme. I returned like one in a dream to 
Mr. Moulton’s house, where I said very little, and 
soon went home. It has been said that 
I CONFESSED GUILT AND EXPRESSED REMORSE. 
This is utterly false. Is it hkely that with 
Mrs. Tilton’s retraction in my pocket I should 
have thus stullified myse!f? On the next day, 
at evening, Mr. Moulton called at my house 
ano came up to my bed-room. He said that 
Mrs, Tilton, on her fhusband’s return to her 
after our interview had informed him what she 
bad done, and that I had her retracion. Moul- 
ton expostulated with me; said that retraction 
under the circumstances would not mend mat- 
ters, but only awaken fresh discord between hus- 
d and wife, and do great injury 
Tilton, without Lelping me. 
Tilton, he said, bad already 
recanted in writing the retraction madeto me, 
and of course there might be no end to such 
contradictions. Meanwhile Tilton had destroy- 


ed his wife's first letter acknowledging the con- 


fession, and Mr. Mculton claimed that I had 
TAKEN A MEAN ADVANTAGE 
and made dishonorable use of 
quest, that I should visit her, in obtaining from 
her a written contradiction to a document not in 
existence. He said that all difficulties could be 
settled without any such paper, and that I ought 
to give it ud. He made no verbal threats, but 
he oveved Lis overcoat, aud, with some emphat- 
ical remark, 
SHOWED A PISTOL, 

which afterwards he took out and laid on the 
bureau near which he stood. I gave the paper 
to him, aad after afew moments’ talk he left. 
Within a day or two afcer this Mr. Moulton made 
the third visit. aud this time we repaired to my 
study in the third story of my house. 

Before speaking of this interview it is rigut 
that I should allude to the suffering through which 
i had gone during the previous day, the cause 
of which was the strange change in Mrs. Tilton. 
Nothing had seemed more certain during all my 
acquaintance with her than that she was singu- 
lat ly simple, truthful, aud honorable. Deceit 
seemed absolutely foreign to her nature, and yet 
she had stated to her husband those 


STRANGE AND AWFUL FALSEROODS. 
She bad not, when daily I called and praved 
with her, given me tbe slightest hint, I will 
not say of such accusations, but even that there 
was avy serious family difficulty. She had sud- 
deulv. in . cabled me aad my wife toa 
cousultuation as to g possible separation from 
ber husband, still leaving me ignorant that 
she had put into bis hands such a weapon against 
me. 


less treachery to her fiiend and pastor. 
not for a moment feel, however, 
that she was blameworthy, as would 
ordinariiy bo thought, bat supposed that she had 
been overborne oy weaknesses and shattered in 
mind. until she scarcely knew what she did, and 
was »o longer responsible for her acts. 
soul wens out to her in pity. 
self for want of prudence and 
sight, for I thouzht that 
this had been the result of her undue affection 
for me, 
bear any blame, and take auy punishment if that 
poor child could only emerge from this cloud, 
and he put back into happiness from which 
I had been, as 1 thought, if not 
the cause, the occasion of withdrawiog 
her. If my own daughter had been iu a similar 
case, my grief at her calamity could scarcely 
have been greater. Moreover, from the anger 
and furv of Mr. Tilton, I apprehended that this 
charge, made by him and sunported by accusa- 
tion of bis wife, was to be at once pub- 
licly pressed against me, and if it was 
had nothing but my simple word of denial to 
interpose against it. In my then morbid condi- 
tion of mind, I thought that his charge, al- 
though entirely uptrue, micht result in 
great disaster, if not in absolute rnin, 
to the great interests which were 
entirely dependant on me— the church which I 
had built up, the book which I was writing, my 
own immediate family, my brother’s name, now 
engaged in the ministry: my sisters, the name 
which I had hoped might, live after me, and 
be in some _ alight degree a 
of strength and encouragement to those who 
should succeed me, and above all, the 
cause for which I had devoted my life 
seemed imverilled. It seomed to me 
that my life-work was to end abruptly 
and in disaster my earnest desire to avoid a pub- 
lic accusation, and the evils which must neces- 
sarily flow from it, and which now have resulted 
from it, has been one of the leading motives that 
must explain my action during these four years 
with reference to this matter. it was 
IN SUCH A SORE, DISTRESEING CONDITION 
that Moulton fonnd me. Tis manner was kind. 
However, he considered that I had been seeking 
Tilton’s downfall; that I had leagued with Mr. 
Bowen against him, and, by my advice, 
came near destroying his family. I 
did not need anv argument or 
rsnasion to induce me to do and say anything 
which would remedy the injury of which I then 
believed I had certamly been the oc- 
casion, if pot tue active cause; but 
Moulton urged that. having wronged Tilton 
so, the wrong meant his means of support 
suddenly taken away, his reputation, his family 
destroyed, and that I bad done it. He assured 
me of his own knowledge that the stories which 
I had heard of Tiltons impurities of life, and 
which I had believed and repeated to Bowen, 
were all false, and that Tilton had been 
faithful to his wife. I was uted into 
the belief of what he said, and felt convinced of 
the slander in its meanest form. He drew a pic- 
turo of Tilton wronged in reputation, position, 
and purse, shatteredin his family, wherehe would 
otherwise have fonnd a refuge. and at the 
same time looking upon me out of his 
deep distress; while I was abounding in friends 
most popular, and with ample means. Ile 
drew the picture of my prosperity, over- 
flowing and abounding, and Tilton’s utter 
degr ion. I was most intensely ex- 
cited. Indeed, I felt that my mind 
was in danger of giving away; I walked up and 
down the room, pouring forth my heart in the 
most unrestrained

A Terrible Famine Prevailing 
in Palestine. 


Five Thousand Persons Supposed te 
Have Perished. 


Minor Items of Foreign News. 


ASIA. 

New Tonx, Aug. 13.—The Rev. Dr. Clarr, 
of the American Board of Foreign Missions, has 
received a letter from the Rev. J. O. Barrows, of 
Cesarea, dated July 10, in which he gives some 
thrilling details of the terrible famine now pre- 
vailing in that region. 

Mr. Barrows writes: “ While at Yodegat, 
which is 80 or 90 miles. north of us, I witnessed 
the ravages of the famine, which 1s very severe, 
and also beyond, toward Angora. Many villages 
are entirely deserted; in some, one or two, 
three or four families, or parts of families, re 
main; in the district of Sungartu, which is be- 
yond Yodegat, and in which city there is a Prot- 
estaut church. as many as 5,000 persons have 
died of starvation ; but the horrors of this fam- 
ine are indescribable. Many people have sub- 
sisted on grass for weeks, and then died. The 
beggars bave flocked to the cities, and there 
many of them have died, because the; could not 
gat a morse! of bread. Old men, mothers with 
babies at their breasts, young men that have be- 
come children, young boys aod giris half-naked, 
begving, crying, fainting. and dying. 

‘* Bodies have been in the streets one, two, and 
even tbree or four days before their burial, and 
the dogs have feasted on them. 
Protestant communities and families have suf- 
fered greatly. At Sungartu, some of the 
brethren have sold house, shop, household far- 
niture, bed-clothing, everything, and now must 
beg or starve, and perhaps they will both beg 
and starve, 

In one village there was one Protestant fam- 
ily. The father, mother, and all the children but 
two have died of starvation. 


lla the village of Injirli there was a pleasant 


little Protestant community, several of whom 
were members of the church, with the presches 
residing with them, but they were poor. 
preacher went to Yodegat and purchased 
becoming responsible for the pay himself, 
so kept alive six families. Now, unless 
preacher can be paid, his creditors wi 
everythiag from him.“

BRecord of Business Transacted Yes- 
terday. 
TO THE VICTORS BELONG THE SPOILS. 

Bernard A. Stampoffski, George Sawin, and 
C. B. Wells filed a bill yesterday in the Superior 
Court against T. W. Kennedy, Catherive I. 
Palmer, H. S. Monroe, and J. J. McKinnon fora 
partition of certain lands. It appears that in 
August, 1868, an arrangement was made between 
T. W. Kennedy and wife, Samson Kennedy, 
and Catherine I. Kennedy, of the one part, 
and complainants H. 8. Monroe and J. J. 
McKmnon of the second part, by which 
the last named parties, who were all 
lawyers, agreed to prosecute the rights of the 
Kennedys, and settle their title to a certain tract 
of land containing about 60 acres in the N. E. & 
of Sec. 4, 38. 14, near Forty-third street, worth 
from $400,000 to $500,000. For their services, 
Stampoffski was to receive one-sixth of the 
amount of land recoveced, and Sawin, Wells, 
Monroe, and McKinnon one-twelfth each. Suit 
was commenced and decided in favor of the 
Kennedys, against Samson and others, who 
claimed title. An appeal was taken, and the case 
decided lately by the Supreme Court, affirming 
the decree of the Court below, and confirm- 
ing the Kenvedys in their title. It is 
also charged that J. J. McKinnon has since 1872 
neglected to do any share of the work, and has 
left the State and county, thus forfeiting his 
rights, which inure to his oopartners, or in 
other, words, that they are entitled to an equal 
one-fourth of the twelfth that McKinnon would 
have received had he continued to assist in the 
trial of tho suits. 

Complainants are desirous to have their share 
set off to them, but owing to Mekinnon's 
absence it is doubtful whether any 
amicable arrangement could be had that woud 
be legal, and they therefore file their bill asking 
that the Court will deeree a partition, or a sale 
of the land in case it cannot be divided.

The pienic excursion of the Clan-na-Gael As- 
sociation, civic and military, to Colehour's Park, 
South Chicago, yesterday, was the most brill- 
iant and successful affair that has occurred this 
season. ‘The Clan-na-Gael Guards, to the num- 
ber of about fifty men, turned out in their hand- 
some pew uniforms,—gray tuoic trimmed with 
green and orange, pantaloons of the eame kind 
of cloth, and a Frenck shako, with 6 rich 
plume of green, white, and orange feath- 
ers.

Lemonade was then served, 
and to as thirsty a crowd as ever stood before a 
bar. Some of the boys were heard to complain 
that they were put off with seven glasses. The 
girls were more modest and content with a glass 
apreee, Everything was supplied in the greatest 
abundance. 

Lunch being through with, the children ran 
wildem the twenty-six-acre park, where there 
was no lack of amusements. Then camo the 
Committee’s lunch, and they, like the boys, 
were found both hungry and dry. They had 
scarcely completed when tue boys again 
throvged the counters, demanding free lunch. 
The Committee reasoned with them, but 
in vain. A devout Committeeman cornered one 
of the urchins and began to question bim upon 
the 

“ GOLDEN RULE.” 

He know nothing about such a “rule,” and 
* didn’t want to be ‘ruled’ out of his lunch.“ 
Tho Comrmitteeman insisted that ne should do 
unto others as he would bave them do unto him. 
Tre little chap pertly replied: ‘* Why don't you 
practice what you preach. I'm hungry. and if 
you were in my pore you wouldn’t ‘think of the 

golden rule.’ I say, give me some peaches!”

To 
the generosity of the Chicago & Pacific Railroad, 
and the kindness of the Turners, the thoughtfnl- 
ness of our business men, and the labors of the 
Mavagivg Committee, all participants are in- 
debted for a day's unalloyed pleasure, which 
they will long remember.

six weeks. They argue that this was owldg to 
the desire of tlie mills to reduce their stock of 
fettling ores, large amounts of which were 
carried over from the season of 1873, and that, 
in addition to thi, many mull-owners in Decem- 
ber last, seeing that pig-iron was very low and 
believing a reaction imminent, made large pur- 
chases of the metal, to be dehyered during the 
ap and early summer. The bopéd-for ad- 
vauce did not Our, —on the contrary, lower 
prices prevailed,—avd these milla, becoming 
demoralized, threw their wares on the market at 
the best price they could get, in order to raise 
funds to meet their aceruing Obligations, Tals 
was more particularly the case west of the 
mountains, and this explains why bars at one 
time sold as low as 23-10 cents per pound in 
that sectiou of the country, although this 
was doubtless 510 per ton less than its 
cost. During the past six months the Westero 
mills have become relieved of this load; this is 
evident from the fact that during that time there 
has been no great pressure to o sales, and 
the desire seems a to-day thau af any time 
since January last. East of the mountains the 
mill-owners have at no time forced their iron on 
the — iu 80 b * — but have run 
their mills to supply the ourre emends, m

During the month of July the majority of the 
mills in the country were for one reasoa 
or another. Owing to this, and knowing the 
stocks of irou in the market to be light, the 
Philadelphia mulls, late in July, advanced the 
price of bara from 2% to 8 cents. Almost aim- 
ultaneously the Pittsburgh mills advanced from 
2-5 to 2-6 and 27 cents, and Nfused to con- 
tract largely ahead even at these figures. I. 
is well to note that this advance has caused 
no excitement in the market; buvers seem 
in no hurry to place their or- 
ders; while the mili-men seem to feel 
better than they have for months past, 
and patiently bide their time, believing that the 
day will soon be here when buyers must pur- 
chase, and at a price that will at least pay the 
cost of produgtioa, The mill-men point to the 
railroais, which for a twelvemonth have made 
none save the most urgent repairs; to the cropa, 
which now promise to employ the entire running 
stock ef our great Bast and West u- 
fares ; to our oon Centennial buildings that will 
use at least ¢,000 tons of rolled iron, —— 
to supply which has already been placed, giving 
two mills work for some time to come; to the 
iron steamers that are now contracted for at 
Chester, as well as to the vast general demand, 
which, having remained dormaat for months, 
pow seems about reviving. . predict no e- 
traordinaty demand with rapidly advancing 
prices, bat they do look for a fair average fall 
trade at prices that will cause their next balance- 
sheets to be different from that of their last two 
settling days. 

It is yet too soon to say whether they are right 
in their calculations, bat ohe thing is certain, 
that the next six weeks will settle the question 
whether the fall trade is to be a prosperous one 
or not. 
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RECIPROCITY. 


Meeting of Canadian Mantfacturers 
to Discuss the Matter—Conclusions 
Arrived at. 3 
Hamitton, Ont., Aug. 13.—A mesting of 

manufacturers to consider the Reciprocity/Treaty 

began yesterday. There were but fifty dele 
gates present when the meeting was called to 
order at noon, so it was resolvgd to adjonrn 
till this afternoon, when Mr. Simpson was made 
Chairman, there being then about 100 members 
in attendance. The Chairman delivered an ad- 
dress, showing the nature of the business before 
them. Several committees were svpointed to 
consider the effect tbe Reciprocity Treaty would 
have on the different branches of msnufactare. 

These committees reported at the evening ses- 
sion. The Committee on Machinery reported 
that this Committee, while in favor of reci- 
procity in trade relations with the United States, 
so far as they embrace the natural products of 
the two countries, cannot but view with alarm 
the effects of the proposed treaty on the varivus 
manufacturing interests of Canada.“ The 
Woolen, Textile, and Manufacturing Committee 
reported that. after a careful study of the Reei- 
procity Treaty in so far as it affects woolen in- 
dustry, they are of opinion that this inteiest 
will be most seriously affected.“ 

‘The Cabinet-Ware Committee reported that on 
the quesuon of carriages and paits thereof the 
Committee were equally divided in opinion, and 
that, so faras it related tothe mauufacture of 
wooden-ware,—-such as tubs, pais, handles, 
etc.,—the treaty would be an advantage. 

‘The Boots and Shoes Committee reported that 
they most decidedly and emphatically protest 
against and object to a Reciprocity Lreaty with 
the United States, or free trade in any saape or 
form in the boot and shoe business. 7 

The Cotton Fabrice Committee reported that 
the treaty is so indistinct on this question that 
it was impossible to arrive at a just conclusion, 
but, so faras could be seen, the field of opera- 
tions would be materially lesseved and trade di- 
verted. 

The Paper Manufacttnrers’ Committce reported 
that the paper trade would be seriously affected 
by the operation of the treaty. British paper is 
not also included, though the paper-mills iu the 
States are vow becoming very much conceutra- 
ted, thus giving them very materia! advantage 
over our isolated mills; yet to seoure rec: ity 
in agricultural products we would cheerfully sub- 
mit to reciprocity in paper.

A QUEER DOCUMENT. 


The Aunual Report of the State 
Librarian of South Carolina, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tripune: 

Sin: The following is a verbatim copy of the 
report of the Stare-House Keeper and State 
Librarian of South Carolina for the year 1873, 
except that I have left out the names of such 
books as he mentions as having been received 
during the year, and of theirdonors. The books 
consist, however, almost exclusively, of the laws 
and legislative documents of the different States, 
aud a few proceedings of Grand Commanderies 
of Knights Templar, of which latter, perbaps, 
no place has legs use than the State Library of 
South Carolina. The report shows clearer than 
anything else what Congressional reconstruction 


has dove for that unhappy State : 
To His Baredlency F. J, Moses, u., Governor of South 

Carotina : 

Sin: I have berewith the honor to present your 
Excellency my fifth annual report of the condition of 
the State House aud its surroundings, 

The remarks which I ade in my last report, of 
Nov. 1, 1872, concerning the things necessary for the 

TValionu Of the Siate- House, are again applicabie; 
or it can be possibly denied that any exertions have 
been made for the purpose of improving this part of 
the State property during the course of the year, 
Therefore I respectfully take the liberty to request your 
Excellency to tum your attcution to these matters, and 
urgently to recommend to the General Assembly, now 
in session, to consider the principal wants of the ‘capi- 
toi aud iis surroundings. 

The proceeds of twenty-five (25) dollars for old ma- 
terial which wee sold, aud of Mulch | epoke in my last 
ey report, I gave it this year, on Tune — to the 

Treasury, and received for it from th 
— Mr. Cardozo, @ receipt, 

There is yet a quantity of old iron in the State-House 
Which cannot be used for anything whatever im this 
piace; therefore allow me to suggest to have it sold, 
the more 80 it being only in the wuy. 

It was the custom formerly to use the lobby for res- 
taurants during the session of the General Assembly ; 
but, for the sake of order, and par icularly to guard 
the building against fire, I was com elled to refuse, 
positively, the use of it; and I hope, 1 case attempts 
are made to ohtam on to o stands again, I 
will be supported in my protest, and in every Otuer re- 
spect against their 80 doing. 

The watching of the Capitol and its surroundings, 
as well as the other necessary duties, were faitufuly 

performed by those employed for that purpose, 

1 was my earuest desire to keep the State Library in 
complete order, but as during the past year only a 
Very small amount of the couungent fund granted uy 
the State Treasurer for the u.e of the I. I Torar⸗ was 
paid, theretore neither can, at this time, any important 
improvement in the State Library be pointed out, 
This forces me to ask you to refer to my former re- 
ports, in which en exact amount of the deficiencies is 
given, through which the progress in this deaartment 
u contimuaily interrupted. 

During the year 1872-33, ending Nov. 1, the Library 
Was increased by 435 volumes and 86 Pam! ulets, of 
which 67 volumes of State Reports were transumitied 
to the Supreme Court Library. The above-mentioned 
volumes, etc., were partiy obtained by interchange 
with other States in the Union, and one by yan 
contributions of the following persoms: . .

The remaining — yet jet out I hape will be re- 
turned in a short time, 

The usual interchange and distribution of the legis- 
lative proceedings, etc., were duly forwarded, except- 
ing those op which the charges are required to be paid 
in advance. Moreover, eg soon as the amount of the 
contingent fund still due me by the State Treasury can 

(which I trust will be very soon), this point 
will also receive attention. For books (Acts and Joint 
Resolutions m pamphlet form) sold for cash, I have 
deiivered, on June II, 1373, the amount of 6.0. 15 wo 
the State Treasurer, and have taken his receipt there- 
for. 

There is nothing of importance to report concern- 
ing the room belonging to the State Livrary beneath 
the University Library, a8 all arein the same 
orderly condition as formerly.

One of the Most Noted of American 
RKobbers Killed by His Broiher-1a- 
Law.

d at au early age entered thé gang of the 
notorious Quautrell, “and irom those associations 
and that school he graduated, it would en 
with high honors. 

Soon after the War he married a Miss Shirley, 
& highly educated and accomplished lady, it is 
said, but no influence seemed suiticient to check 
his viclousuess. We first hear of him in Cal- 
ifornia, in 1870-71, when, it is stated, he robbed 
a man of a large sum of money. left the State, 
and came to Texas, buying with this money a 
farm on Coon Creek, Bosque County, where, for 
a while, his generous manners won the esteem 
of his neighbors. Soon, however, ugly rnmors 
floated through the neighborhood, the stock dis- 
appeared in that section, and he drew around 
him the worst class of men, and his place became 
a rendezvous for the horse-thieves aud despara- 
does from all sections. 

In February, 1873, Dick Cravey, living 16 miles 
from Meridien, was " oailed from his bed and 
murdered. Four men were engaged in this cold- 
blooded killing for robbery alone. It has since 
been learned that Jim aud Bol Reed, his brothers, 
were two of the four murderers. 

In August of the same year these two brothers 
murdered aman named Wheeler, who had been 
a confederate of theirs, but had become alarmed 
at the atiitude assumed toward the Reed gaog 
by the citizens, and had disclosed some things, 
and for this, aud to prevent further disclosures, 
his hfe was taken and his tongue cut out. For 
this they were luo from the county by a posse 
of citizens. Jim Reed then moved to Seyene, 
— bought property, settling the same on his 
WIe. 

Fioating through the country, always well 
mounted, sometimes in company with the Young- 
er and James brothers and other noted highway- 
men, many were the bold aud daring robberies 
committed in the Indian Nation aud elsewhere iu 
which this modern Dick Turpin figured, and it 
seemed, like his noted predecessor, he was no 
less renowned in love than in arms. In Feb- 
ruary, 1874, he seduced & young giri named Kowa 
MeComns, and fied with her to San Antonio, 
joining on the way three of Lis pals. 

Tuese four wortules were Jim H. Reed, Cal 
H. Carter, Jack Rogers, from Bates County, and 
J. K. Dickens, of Verava County, Missourts.

Reed, the dead man, is said to have been less 
bloodthirsty than bis companion, Carter, and 
seldom took life except when necessary to ac- 
complish bis purpose. He has a motuer, 8 bis- 
ter, and a brotuer (Marion Reed) now in Vernon 
County, Mo., who are highly respected and wor- 
thy people. ‘Lhe poor girt whom be had ruined, 
and to whom he was golug at the time when 
killed, was used asa decoy, and drew bim on to 
meet a justiy merited doom.

The long-expected event iu the Beecher-Tilton 
scandal has come to pass. Moulton’s state- 
ment before tue Brooklyn Investigating Com- 
mittee is made public this morning. But, in 
spite of this, the long-expected event has not 
come to pass at all. Moulton has not made his 
statement. He has madea statement. It is the 
statement which the public were promised. It 
is not the statement which Moulton intended to 
make. It is not even the statement which he 
prepared originally. It is not the etatement 
which he would prefer to have made. But, un- 
der the circumstances, it was the only one which 
the lawyers advised him to make.

THAT REACTION. 

We have already commented upon the politi- 
cal revolution in Kentucky and Teanessee. To- 
day we give some facts and figures about North 
Carolina. In 1872, the first gun of the Presi- 
dential campaign was firedin that State. The 
Republican eandidate for Governor, Tod R. 
Caldwell, was elected by 1,899 majority. This 
year, the majority for Col. Stephen D. Pool, 
Conservative candidate for Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, is about 20,000. We append

The majorities for Conservative Congressmen 
will aggregate, it is said, more than 20,000. We 
have taken the vote for Pool as the fairest stand- 
ard of comparison with that for Caldwell in 
1872. The Legislature is two-thirds, possibly 
three-fourths, Conservative. Seven out of the 
eight Congressmen are Conservative. The 
whites have gained possession of the Superior 
Court of the State. Five, and perhaps six, of 
the seven Judges elected this year are Conserva- 
tive nominees. When corruption is driven out 
of the courts, it cannot long keep its footing 
elsewhere. In North Carolina, as in Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, the Civil-Rights 
bill was a millstone around the necks 
of the Republicans, The Wilmington Siar says: 
We have done the business for Civil Rights in 
North Carolina.“ The Newbern Journal of 
Commerce exults that the State “ fires the first 
gun into the Civil-Rights abomination.” The 
Wilson Advance declares that the Civil-Rights 
bill was the main issue,” and that “the white 
men of North Carolina bave entered their solemn 
protest against the enforcement of social negro 
equality inany shape or form.” whe Raleigh 
Crescent says: The issue of negroism tendered 
the good people of North Carolina by the Re- 
publicah party, and forced on us, was accepted.

THE FILTON LETTERS. : 

The marital correspondence between Theodore 
and Elizabeth ‘Tilton during the years from 1865 
to 1870, which was published in the last issue of 
Tue Trrpune, constitutes a complete vindica- 
tion of Mr. Tilton from à very serious charge 
which was made against him, and this vindlos 
tion is all the more remarkable and satisfactory 
that it comes from the accuser herself. Were it 
not for this, and the fact that they have u strong 
bearing upon the case as between Mr. Tilton and 
Mr. Beecher, both directly and indirectly, their 
appegrance in priut would cause a feeling of 
pain, as a violation of confidences which should 
only be divulged under the pressure of extraor- 
dinary circumstances. The necessity which 
induced Mr. Tilton to furnish them for pub- 
lication, however, will strike every reader. 
They are a part of the record of the 
case. Mrs. Tilton in ber statement 
made a direct charge against ber husband, 
and one which was not only very damaging to 
him as a man and a husband, but one which, if 
true, might palliate the alienation of her affec- 
tions from him and their transfer to Mr. Beecher. 
There was but one way to disprove this charge, 
and that was to publish the entire correspond- 
ence which covered the time during which she 
alleged that these abuses existed. Mr. Tilton’s 
counsel has not only done this, but, with per- 
fect impartiality, he has also furnished 
Tilton’s own letters, so that the context 
may be complete, and the reader may 
judge for himself as to the truth of the 
charges. They will cause some pain; 
but it will not arise from the revelation of house- 
bold sanctities so much as from the fact that 
this constant and fervid protestation of love, 
this overflowing profusion of endearments, this 
torrent of rhapsody, stranger and stronger than 
anything in the pages of poetry and romance, 
seems to be only a gorgeous veil which covers a 
false face, the gilding of rottenness, the veneer- 
ing of hypocrisy. The rudest jar which the let- 
ters will make upon the sensitive reader is the 
familiar and common manner in which every- 
thing connected with religion and with God is 
woven into this domestic drama, which now 
seems to be the very tiction of despair. 

The charge which Mrs. Tilton made against 
ber husband was, that during these years she 
was the victim of constant and gross abuse on 


bis part. These letters absolutely annihilate the 


charge, aad make one of two conclusions irre- 
sistible: either that Mrs. Tilton’s charge is a 


malicious falsehood concocted by the lawyers, or | 


that she is insane and does not know what words 
mean when she writes them. If she is insane, 
then no part of her statement is entitled to a 
moment’s consideration. If she is not insane, 
thea the falsity of this charge throws suspicion 
upon the credibility of all the other c in 
her statement. It is inconceivable “thet tne 
charge is true. These letters have rent and 
shivered it from top to bottom. Out of her own 
mouth the witness has convicted herself. To 
any of these different forms of abuse al- 
leged bv her there is but one allusion 
in all these letters, and that is made by 
Mr. Tilton himself. In a letter written 
from Akron, O., Jan. 15, 1869, he gently chides 
her for what he considers extravagance in buy- 
ing dresses for the children, but, at the same 
time, chides himself with equal severity for his 
own extravagance. He makes a frank statement 
of his finances to her, tells her he has made a 
vow not to buy another unnecessary article dur- 
ing the year, and urges her to do the same. In 
another letter he says: Of course I wish you 
to economize as much as possible till I get rid 
of the burden of carrying a house on my back. 
But I do not wish your economy either to pinch 
your daily purse or to worry your daily peace.” 
If this is abuse, then it is an abuse that is prac- 
ticed ia every well-ordered household, and ought 
to be practiced in sll households. 

We have no knowledge of the unwritten con- 
versations between Mr. aud Mrs. Tilton with re- 
gard to Mr. Beecher. The letters do not fur- 
nish us much additional light, but what we do 
have is important. One of the principal charges 
in her statement was concerning his insane 
jealousy of Mr. Beecher and the abuse to which 
she was subjected on this account. This does 
not appear in his letters. In the whole category 
of his letters there is but one important allusion 
to Beecher, and this of such a nature that it is 
dificult to determine whether it is written in 
playful badinage or in satire. Writing from 
Dubuque, Ia. Tilton says: If you can 
get anybody to pour tes for you, and 
to take sauce from the servants and 
to receive pastoral visits, I shail expect 
to meet you under the roof of Robert Hatfield.” 
If thie jealousy were such an overweening pas- 
sion with him, influencing his whole life, it 18 
strange at least that we find no trace of it 
in their letters. In Mrs. Tilton’s letters, on 
the other hand, the case is different. There 
are constant expressions of the atiach- 
meat between herself and her pastor, and, 
although there is nothing which might be con- 
strued to mean a criminal intimacy (they do not 
come down to the time of the confession made 
to her husband), there is enough to show the 
struggle which was going on in her mind be- 
tween her attachment for Mr. Beecher and her 
convictions of duty. At one time she 
says: 1 think I have lived a richer, 
happier life since I have known him” 
(Beecher), Again: “I do love him very 
dearly, and I do love you supremely, utterly— 
believe it. Perhaps if I, by God's grace, 
keep myself white, I may bless you both. Iam 
striving. God bless this trinity. You shall 
have pure, true wife, by and by.” Again: 
Mattie is hungry to hear from you. I think 
she feels 2 little care that Mr. B. visits here. 
See how great a power he aud your dear welf 
have over the heart. She said: ‘Lib, I hdard 
through Mrs. Morrill that Mr. B. called on 
Wednesday. I believe that he likes you ever so 
much.’” Again: “I shail have much to tell you 
of our dear friend, Mr. 8. He has opened his 
heart as you would love and admire him. To 
believe in one human being strengthens one’s 
faith in God.” 

While Mrs. Tilton is thus alluding to Mr. 
Beecher in her letters, constantly reminding ber 
husband that she is faithful to her marriage 
vows, and elevating himself, herself, and Mr. 
Beecher to an ideal beight, Mr. Tilton writes in 
a different vein. He is 4 man who seems to 
have been either on the heights of ecstacy or in 
the depths of gloom, and the candor with which 
he speake of himself and his feelings will give 
him a higher place in the public estimation 
than be has ever ccoupied befors. He 


says: “It is the greatest regret of my 
life that Ido not seem constituted so as to make 
you as happy as you deserve to be.” “You jar 
at my touch, andi am apt to touch too rudely.” 
I am utterly overwhelmed with my own worth- 
ness.” It seems to me as if I were a spiritual 
castaway.” Why you should love me so heart- 
ily, so entirely, and so devotedly, I see nothing 
in myself to deserve.” His letters abound in 
these admissions and self-reproaches. In one 
of these remarkable letters he pens a sentence 
which is a prophecy. Writing from Cincinus ti, 
he says: 

Therefore it is that the sacredness of human affec- 


tions is beyond the sacrutness of sll other anointed 
things. Whatever reuds apart two lives which have 
been bound into one is a cruelty to all mankind,—s 
blow at the unity of civil society. This is the reason 
why Slavery, that tears families to pieces, has torn the 
States, also, to pieces. As one does not appreciate 
how exquisitely the human frame is nerved and corded 
until the whole is jarred by some pain unendurable, 
80 no one can tell what the human heart is fibred with 
till it be made to ache, Then it proves itself a won- 
drous thing. Yet how great is the multitude of hearts 
that daily ache! What rending of hearts between 
lovers! What broakages in human friendships! What 
ingratitude of children to parents! What unkindness 
of man to man! 


Ia the face of such letters as these, it is ab- 
surd to say that either Mr. or Mrs. Tilton is in- 
sane. Notwithstanding their rhapsody, the 
whole history of love-correspondence may be 
searched in vain to find their equals in devotion, 
in beauty, or in pathos. Are they mere words 
veiling hypocrisy? If not, who has come be- 
tween these two and shattered this home? 
What great wrong is it which has forever driven 
them apart? Is the answer never to come? 
Why does not Mr. Moulton make public his com- 
plete statement, once prepared and then sup- 
pressed, and thus clear up the matter tinally? 
| This suppressed statement must come out. Mr. 
Moulton will stand condemned forever if he ro- 
fuses to yield it up. The true interests of so- 
ciety, decency, and religion alike demand it. 


THE AUGUST CONVENTION. 

The Democratic State Committee some time 
ago issued a call for a State Couvention to be 
held in Springfield on the 26th of August, and in 
this call invited all other persons in favor of an 
honest currency, and an honest payment of 
debts, to meet with them in convention. It 
seems that Mr. W. A. Richardson and Gen. J. 
W. Singleton, of Quincy, are not in favor of an 
honest currency, and are not in favor of an 
honest payment of debts; but, like the negro 
legislators of South Carolina, favor a “ scal- 
ing of the public debt and the re- 
padiation of a large portion thereof. 
These gentlemen, therefore, refuse to recognize 
the cail as including them any more than it does 
the negro legislators of South Carolina, and they 
wash their hands of all participation in the Con- 
vention. In the meantime the Republicans have 


repeated the tactics employed in 1872, and hence 
Jo Ledlie, who was the nominal head of the 
O'Conor wing of the Grant party in 1872, has is- 
sued a call for a Democratic Shinplaster Conven- 
tion to meet at Springfield on the 25th of Au- 
gust. This Convention will propose to degrade the 
greenbacks and to then pay the public debt in 
the degraded currency. Whether Geu. Singleton 
and Gov. Richardson will unite with Jo Ledlie, 
is more than we can say. 

This is the present condition of the case. The 
Republicans have nominated a State ticket, and 
issued an uncertain and meaningless plat form 
on the currency, The Independents, a large 
branch of the Opposition, have nominated can- 
didates upon a “more paper platform. The 
Democratic Committee, with a view of enabling 
the party to unite with all branches of the Oppo- 
sition, called a convention of those in favor of 
elevating the greenback to the specie standard ; 
and there are perhaps fifty or sixty thousand 
voters in this State who haye heretofore, and 
especially in 1872, voted the Republican ticket, 
who are willing to unite upon a single State 
ticket to be supported by all branches of the Op- 
position, but who will not do so unless permitted 
to express their convictions and opinions on 
the currency question. Messrs. Richardson, 
Singleton, Ledlie, and, we understand, ex-Con- 
gressman McNeely, do not wish any alliance with 
anybody who does not favor the issue of more 
rag-money, and the repudiation of s portion at 
least of the public debt. 

A fundamental principle of the American Con- 
stitution, which is compulsorily blended with all 
the laws of all the States, and has become a 
moral maxim among the American people, is that 
contracts are inviolable. It is this legal and 
moral principle which secures to every man the 
wages of his labor, the price of his crops, the 
value of his merchandise. It is the foundation 
of all justice between men, between States, and 
between Governments and men, The United 
States in time of war contracted heavy liabilities. 
Its necessities compelled the Government to sell 
bonds at whatever price it could get for them. 
The War over, it is now proposed that the Goy- 
ernment shall repudiate its contracts by paying 
the holders of its bonds the face value 
thereof in a currency depreciated in value 
and unknown to the laws, trade, or 
commerce ot the world. It is proposed to pay 
one debt which now bears interest by the evi- 
dence of another debt not bearing interest, hav- 
ing no commercial value outside of the United 
States, and which can be purchased on the very 
steps of the National Treasury at a large dis- 
count. The Democratic Committee have invited 
a convention of Democrats, Ladependents, ex- 
Republicans, Liberals, end all others opposed to 
the Republican party, and opposed to inflation 
and repudiation, to meet in convention on the 
26th of August to unite upon a common Opposi- 
tion State ticket, and to expreés their views upon 
the currency question. Of course. such an 
union means the complete defeat of the Repub- 
lican party in this State at the November 
election. And, of course, the Republican party- 
wants no such union to take place. It wants 
the Democratic party to declaré in favor of Re- 
pudiation, and it would be rejoicedif it would 
also declare in favor of the re-establishment of 
Slavery. Of course, it has a high appreciation 
of Jo Ledlie, and forgets how it once denounced 
Singleton and Richardson as Copperheads and 
traitors. Gen. Logan w willing to extend the 
right hand of fellowship to Richardson and Sin- 
gleton, and generally aid them in keeping the 
Opposition in Illinois from uniting. 

Tun Cutcaco Trisune does not pretend to 
say what the Demooratic party as a party ought 
todo. But no party can commend itself to the 
favor of the people by proposing to be more dis- 
honest than its rivals. Richardson may outbid 
Logan, and Bingleton may successfully rival 
Gov. Moses, of South Carolina. There is no dis- 
puting of tastes. But that large portion of the 
people who believe in maintaining the public 
faith, in elevating the people’s money to par, 
and in preserving the inviolability of contracts, 
and who desire to render general reform possi- 
ble by the defeat and destruction of the Repub- 


dees party, cam have mo more interest in unit- 


ators than with in power. 
If, therefore, the Democrats who meet with 
others at Springfield on the 26th inst. earnestly 


desire to cement ap union that will result in the 


defeat of the Republicans in November, they can 
do so. If they do not, and prefer to follow Jo 
Ledlie, or any other guerrillas fighting in the in- 
terest of the Republicans, then they can do that, 
and hand over the State to the Republicans un- 
der ap indefinite lease of power. All that is 
asked of the Demveratic members of that Con 
vention is an affirmation that honesty is the best 
policy; that the public debt must be paid; that 
brass monay, or any kind of money professing 
to be what it is not, is dishonest; that every 
greenback should be made worth 100 cents on 
the dollar in coin; aod that the United States 
will pay its creditors in the only money recog 
nized among the civilized nations of the earth. 
This will mean success; the opposite, deserved 


defeat. 
**REFORM INSIDE THE PARTY.” 

This shibboleth seems to mean “ reform in- 
side the politicians.” Credulous constituencies 
are renominating the Congressmen who have 
been caught in various sorts of jobbery, appa- 
rently under a profound conviction that some 
process has been going on inside each one of 
them by which knavery bas been changed into 
honesty and stupidity into intellectual brilliancy. 
So far not a single Republican Congressman 
who has shown hearty disgust at the sins of his 
fellows has been renominated. There is one ex- 
ception to this rule. Tbe Hon. John A. Kasson 
has slipped through the Republican Convention 
of his district by some miraculous chance. The 
Republicans of the First and Second Vermont 
Districts have just made their nominations. In 
theSecond, Luke P. Poland, who whitewashed the 
Credit-Mobilier culprits, drew his back-pay, and 
secured the passage of the press-gag-law drafted 
by Gov. Shepherd, has been nominated. In the 


| First, C. W. Willard, who promptly returned his 


share of the swag under the back-pay act, and 
afterwards exposed the lobbying Grant did for 
that bill, bas not been renominated. The Con- 
vention put forward a Col. Joyce by acclamation. 
Hereafter there will be smaller danger of Ver- 
mont Congressmen rejecting any plunder they 
can get or exposing any trickery inside their 
party. In Louisiana, the Republican State Con- 
veation adopted a resolution about reform in- 
side party-lines and the unalterable resolve of 
Republicans to nominate only spotlessly-bonest 
persons, and then? renominated the present 
State Treasurer, Dubuclet, who is said to 
be a notorious plunderer. His reputation 
is so bad that the State Auditor, Clinton, has 
tendered his resignation in consequence of this 
action of the Convention. He says that he bas 
been trying to keep Dubuelet from stealing, and 
that he regards the latter’s renomination as an 
indorsement of robbery anda rebuke to hones- 
ty. He wishes to draw himself out of that 
crowd. These are typical cases. It is a thing to 
be remembered that not one of the Republican 
participants in the salary-grab, the Credit-Mo- 
bilier scandal, or the Pacific-Mail swindle, has 
been punished by bis party. A mild resolation 
of semi-censure was aimed at Oakes Ames, but 
his constituents at once gave him a banquet of 
honor, and would heve re-elected him forth- 
with if he had not died just then. 
In other words, the Republican party 
is still in the bands of the very men who have 
prostituted it to jobbery. It considers that vir- 
tue is ite own reward, and so deprives tbe men 
who practice virtue of their offices. But the 
Butlers, the Polands, and the Negleys are re- 
turned by acclamation. Ifa fervid popular in- 
dignation and earnest promises of reform inside 
the party have both proved so utterly unable to 
effect anything, what has the country to expect if 
that party is kept in power?

NEW YORK AND THE WEST. 

There recently appeared ia the New York Bul- 
letin a significant article. The object of the 
writer is to give reasons why the anticipations 
for an active trade have thus far not been re- 
alized. The commission-houses and the import- 
ers have done a good business, but the jobbers 
complain that trade is still excessively dull. As 
a reason for this the Bulletin frankly confesses 
that There has been, for years past, a very de- 
cided tendency for the jobbing business to settle 
more at the interior,—notably at Chicago and 
Cincinnati for the West, at St. Louis for the 
Southwest and the Far West, and at Baltimore 
for the South.” The reasons the writer gives for 
this change are that merchants can keep a closer 
watch over their customers; they are nearer to 
the sources ofsupply ; smaller stocks can be kept 
and less expense of time and travel is 
employed to fill up any deficiency in any line 
of goods, with many other arguments which 
years ago appeared in these columns to en- 
courage our own merchants to attempt to con- 
trol the wholesale trade of the Northwest. 
Gradually and surely they have brought it 
within their grasp, as New York is now forced 
to admit. 

But there are more cogent reasons why not 
only the jobbing trade, especially that for the 
West, but the commission, the importing, and 
many other branches of business as well, must 
graduaily but surely leave New York. Business 
will always in the end concentrate where not 
only the best facilities are afforded to transact 
it, but where it can be done the cheapest. No 
city is so great, no combination of capital is 
sufficiently powerful, to control it as against 
better facilities and cheaper handling and tran- 
sit. The history of commerce proves this be- 
yond the possibility of doubt. 3 

For a generation the State and the City of 
New York have been practicing extortion. The 
State has received from the West some $50,000,- 
000 more in tolls than the Erie Canal cost, and 
yet her rulers retain the enormous tolls hereto- 
fore charged and refuse to enlarge the canal, in 
order that a million of surplus receipts may be 
applied to support a whole horde of political 
bummers quartered on her worthless, lateral 
canals. How they will fare this year remains to 
be seen; for so sharp has been the competition 
of the railways, putting down freights to 8 
cents per bushel between Baffalo and New York, 
that the tonnage on the canal has largely fallen 
off. The State now exacts an average of 40 per 
cent for tolls on the cost of transporting grain 
between Lake Erie and the North River. 

The freight tariffs of the Erie and the New 
York Central Railways are exceptional. Judg- 
ing from past experience and the known greed 
of their managers, they will not last. Since 
Vanderbilt got control of the New York Central 
Railway he has watered its stock again and 
again, and on these fictitious values he has col- 
lected dividends of 8 per cent, which extortion 
is permanent, | 

As to the Erie, Jay Gould and Jim Fisk, with 
the villainies of others, by issuing fictitious 
stocks and stealing its receipts and capital, have 
put up ita nominal cost to nearly $200,000 per

I SHOULD WRITE A LETTER.

ters to be used by him in conversing with Tu- 
ton. He did not read the paper to me, nor 
did I read it; nor have I ever seen it or heard it 
read, that I remember, until the publication of 
Tilton’s recent documents; and now reading it, I 
see in it thonghte that point to the matter of my 
discourse, but it is not my paper, nor are those 
my sentences, nor is it a correct report of what 
I said. It is a mere string of hints, hastily 
made by an uvpracticed writer, as helps to his 
memory in representing to Tilton how | felt to- 
wards his family. Ii more than thie be claimed; 
if it be set forth ‘as in any roper tense my 
letter, I then discwn it aud denounce it. Some 
of its sentences, and particularly that in which I 
am made to say that 1 had obtained Mrs. Tiltou's 
forgiveness, I never could have said even in 
substance. I had not obtained or asked any 
forgiveness from her, and nobody pretended 
that I had done so. Neither could I ever have 
said that I bumbled myself before Tilton as be- 
fore God, except in the sense that both to God 
and to the man I thought I had deep! 
I humbled myself, as I certainly did: 
but it is useless to analyze a paper 
prepared as this was. The remander of 
my plain statement concerning t will be its best 
comment.

An agonized familv, whose 
inmates had been my friends, greatly beloved; the 
husband ruined in worldly prospects; the bouse- 
hold crumbling to pieces; the woman, by long 
sickness aud suffering, either corrupted to de- 
ceit, as her husband alleged, or so broken in 
mind as to be irresponsibie, and either way it 
was her enthusiasm for her pastor, as I was made 
to believe, that was the germ and beginning 
of the trouble. It was for me to have fore- 
stalled and prevented that mischief. My 
age and experience in the world should have put 
me on my J could not at that time tell 
what was true and what not true of all the con- 
siderations urged upon me by Tilton and Moul- 
ton. There was a grief before me in which lay 
those who had been warm friends, and they 
alleged that I had helped to plunge 
them therein.

I do not remember whether I ever took a meal 
after that under his roof, but I certainly was in- 
vited by him to renew my visits as formerly.

After impressing 
us with his great patience, he per generous, 
praised me to his wife, saying that I had taken 
upon myself all the blame of past troubles, and 
had honorably exculpated her, and telling me 
that his wife likewise had behaved verv magnani- 
mously, had blamed herself, and declared that I 
was blameless, and he closed bis homily 
with increasing hope and cheer, saving

Symptoms of nervous  prosiration 
and overwork, and paral ysis, and 
formed my own judgment of ny 
ease.

In 1863, I came again into the same condition, 
just before going to England. and it was one of 


Independent in charge, and was working, preach- 
ing, and lecturing continually. I knewI was 
likely to be prostrated again. in December, 
1870, the sudden shock of these troubles brought 
on again these symptoms in a more violent form. 
I was very much depressed in mind, and all the 
more because it was one of tha tbings that 
I could not say anything about. I was silent 
with everybody. During the last four years 
these symptoms had been repeatediy brougut on 
by my intense work, carried forward on an un- 
derlying basis of so much sorrow and trouble. 
My friends will bear witness that in the pulpit I

I feel that I have more than once already been 
near a stroke that would have killed or paralyzed 
me, and I carry with me now, asI have so often 
carried in years before this trouble began, the 
daily thought of death as a door which might 
open for me at any moment, out of all cares and 
labors into wélcome rest. 

During the whole of the vear 1871 I was kept 
in a state of suspense and doubt, not only as to 
the future of the family, for the reunion and 
happiness of waich I had striven so earnestly, 
but as to the degree to which I might personally 
be subject to attack and misconstruction, and 
the trouble be brought into the church and 
magnified by publicity. Ihe officers of the 
Church sought to investigate into Mr. Tilton’s 
religious views and moral conduct, and on the 
latter point I had been deceived into the belief 
that he was not in fault. As tobe religious 
views, I still hoped for a change for 
the better, as it was proposed to drop him 
from the list of members for non-atiendance. 
and as he asserted to me after his withdrawal, 
this might have been done ; but his wife still at- 
tended church, and hoped for his restoration. I 
recoliect having with him a conversation, in 
which he dimly intimated to me that he thought 
it not unlikely that he might go back into his oid 
position. He seemed to be iu a mood to regret 
past, and so when I was urged by the Examin- 
ing Committee to take some steps, 1 said I was 
not without hopes. Meanwhile, one wing of 
the femaie-suffrage party had got hold of the 
story in a distorted and exaggerated form, such 
as had never been intimated to me by Mr. Tilton 
or his friends. I did not then suspect what I 
now know, that these atrociously false rumors 

ORIGINATED WITH MR. TILTON HIMSELF. 

I only saw the evil growing instead of dimivish- 
ing, and perceived that winie | was pledged to 
silence, and therefore could not speak in my 
own defense, some one was forever persevering 
in falsehood. growing continualiy in dimensions 
and these difficulties were immensely increased 
by tbe aftiliation of Mr, Tilton with the Wood- 
hull chque.

My astonishment might have been the motive of 
Mr. Tilton and Mr. Moulton im asking such a 
thing, as to which I had not at the time as clear 
a perception as I now have. The request 
was nevertheless humiliating. At about 
at the same time I found that the circle, of 
which Mre. Woodhall formed a part, was the 
centre of loathesome scandals, organized, classi- 
fied, and perpetuated witha greedy and un- 
2 appetite for everything that was foul and 
Vile. 

Mr. Beecher here details his efforts to prevent 
the scandal being made public which was threat- 
ened by the trial of Tilton by the church, and 
saves of Tilton: I was so determined to carry 
out my pledges to Moulton for him, and do al!

If I 
could at this moment remember any of the other 
letters which I have written to Mr. Moulton I 
would do sd. If he has reserved ail my effusions 
of feeling he must have a large collection. I 
wisbed him to bring them all before the Commit- 
tee. I Should have been glad to get such hints 
they may contain to refresh my recoilec- 


tion of facts aud sequences. I bave 
no fear of their full and fair publica- 
tion, for though they would douotless 


make a sad exposure Of my weakness, grief aud 
despondency, — do not contain a line confess- 
ing such guilt as bas been charged upon me, or 
a word consistent with my innocence, nor any 
other spirit than that of a generous remorse over 
a great and more and more irreparabie evil. But 
bowever intense and numerous may be these ex- 
pressions of grief, ae cannot possibly ever 
state the anxiety which 1 constantly felt for 
the future, the periis of which it is now clear 
I did mot exaggerate, nor the sorrow and 
remorse which I felt originally on account of 
the inquiry waich I supposed I uad unwittingly 
done to a beloved family, and afterwards ior the 
greater injury whick I became satistied I had 
done by my unwase, blind, and useless efforts to 
remedy that mjury, only as it proved, at the ex- 
ponse of my Own name, the happines of my dun 
tamily, aud the peace of my own church. 
His LAST WORDS. 

GENTLEMES OF THE ComMMITTEE: In the note 
requesting your appointment I asked that you 
should make a full investigation of all the 
aources Of information, You are witnesses that 
I bave in no way iniluenced or interfered with 
your proceedings or duties. 1 have 
wished the investigatiou to be 80 
searching that nothing could unsettle its results. 
I have nothing to gain by any policy of suppres- 
gion or compromife For four years I nave borne 
aud suffered enough, and I will not go a step 
further. I will be free, I will not walk ud- 
der a rod or yoke.

auy source whatever, It is time, for the sake 
of decerey and puclic morais, that this matter 
be brought toanend.

For six weeks 
the nation has risen up aud sat down upon 
scandal. Not a great war nor a revolution could 
more have iil ed the newspapers than this ques- 
tion of domestic trouble. Magnified a thousand 
fold, and, ike a sore spot in the human body, 
drawing to iteelf every morbid humor in the 
blood.

Do you mean to have us understand, Mr. 
Moulton, that you have persoually compared the 
originals with these copies, so that you know, of 
your own knowledge, that thev are correct ? 

A.—I mean to state exactly what I have stated. 

Mr. Winslow—You have not stated anytlung 
on that point. 

Mr. Moulton—Yes; I stated that these are 
copies of ube letters which vou requested, re- 
ferred to in Mr. Theodore Tilton’s documents. 

Q.—Do you state of your own persona! know!l- 
edge that they are copies, or bave you trusted

I am willing to authen- 
ticate these copies whenever you wish that they 
should be authenticated. 

Q.—Cannot you now be induced, Mr. Mon'ton, 
to go on, notwithstanding what has happened, 
and give us a full statement of all your knowl- 
edge in these matters 

A.—I stand upon the communication which I 
have made to you to-day, sir. 

Q.—And that vou do not mean to change? 

A.—Not without sutlicient reason. 

Q.—Of course; I am no referring to the 
present moment.

Mr. Winslowv— There is another point I would 
like to ask vou about, Mr. Moulton. Codrisider- 
ing the great importance of these letters, I sub- 
mut to you whether it would not be fair and prop- 
er that the originals be produced?

Mr. Winslow—Well, if for any reason we want 
to see the origmals, I understand you to say 
there is no objection ? 

Mr. Moulton assented. 

Mr. White—I want to inquire whe your 
objection to giving a fuller statement based 
upon the wording of the letters which seem on 
oue construction to limit it to bringing with you 
the originals of the letters or papers referred to 
in Mr. Tilton’s statement before the Committee; 
as it seems to me that the letter is susceptible of 
another explanation, and one which certainly 
was the understanding of the Committee. 

Mr. Moulton— es, sir. I will answer your 
question. I wish to say, and do say, that I have 
acquiesced just now in the request of your 
Chairman, aud that all the reasons for the non- 
production of the facts or non-exhibition of tae 
documents is given in the communication which 
I have just read to you. 

Mr. White—Weil, as I understand it, the first 
request, ante-dating all of these, called upon 
you do come before us and give your testimony 
in regard to any charges which might affect the 
character and Christian standing of Mr. Beecher 
in letter referred to of Theodare Tilton to Dr.

MOULTON INTERVIEWED. 

New Yor, Aug. 13.—While Shearman was at- 
tending to Moulton, the latter was in conversa- 
tion with another reporter, and in answer to the 
question, Have your wishes anything to do 
with the delay in the publication of your state- 
ment?“ answersad:

Poor South Caroljna—Pay Day in the 

Departments—iron Ships Building. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Aug. 13.—At the last session 
of the Legislature of South Carolina a number of 
lawe were passed for the relief of certain so- 
called claimants, who based their claims against 
the State upon pay-certificates, issued by Gov. 
Moses when he was Speaker of the Lower House, 
many of which certificates were used to pay 
board and whisky bills, and otherwise enable the 
honorable colored and white legislators to eke 
out a miserable existence. These laws pro- 
vided that the State -Treasurer should 
issue certificates of indebtedness in such 
denominations as the claimants might desire 
arrangements were made that they should be 
issued in the form of current money. The 
Treasurer refused to issue them on the ground 
that they were illegal, or in violation of the 
United States Constitution, and the claimant ob- 
tained a Mit of mandamus from the Supreme 
Court, of which Gov. Moses’ father is Chief Jus- 
tice, to compel their issue. An appeal was taken 
to the Supreme Court of the United States, and 
to-day Justice Williams, in chambers, perfected 
the appeal by accepting the bond of the State 
Treasurer for a hearing before that Court. The 
amount directly involved in this case is half a 
millon dollars, but if hee peal had not been 
perfected, so that the mandamus will remain in 
abeyance for the next two years, Moses and his 
gang would bave been able to arrange for the 
payment of at least a million more. 

THE TREASURY REFORMS. 

Secretary Bristow's attempt to make radical 
reforms in the practices and habits in and about 
the Treasury Departments are in the main 
creditable and founded on good judgment, but 
his order of the Sth inst., putting a stop to the 
payment of salaries to employes in semi- 
monthly installments, will, doubtless, prove less 
bepeiicial to those concerned and iuterested than 
he intended or expected. Secretary Boutweil 
and Richardson allowed semi-monthly payments 
to be made as an accommodation to the em- 
ployes, aud the effect was good in various ways, 
especially in enabling clerks to keep out of the 
clutches of the money-lenders who charge 10 
per cent per month for loans secured by assign- 
ment of mortgages on the 9 Bristow 
gave roy By few days’ notice of his purpose to 
abolish the old system, and has caused great un- 
easiness among the employes, and a large num- 
ber of them will be seriously embarrassed by bo- 
ing cut off from their usual half-montu's pay on 
the 15th inst. 


IRON SHIPS BUILDING.

Seducer Shot by His Victim.

Sentenced to Death.
